At the present time the vrater 
needs of the four localities in- 
volved is furnished by the Cities 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth. 
Princess Anne is pre«^ng 
negotiating with Norfolk on its 
future water needs

000. Frin^M Anne Is expect- 
•d to spwid $12,037.50 at Its 
than; South Norfolk, $3,- 
452 JO; and Norfolk County,

It is expected that the study 
will explore all possibilities as 
to^lUllvly, iAcluding the M^^M 
of water from as far away as 
Kerr Dam, or from North Caro: 
Una or Virginia ri^^n. 

Identically worded resolutions 
will be presented to the four 
governing bodies. They state, in 
part: 

"In order to pcotect Uie pub- 
lic health and safety and hea|th 
of their people (the governing 
bodies) have determined that it 
will be necessary to take meas- 
ures to provide for a public wa- 
ter supply to serve their rei^c- 
tive areas. 

"The city of Norfolk and the 
city of Portsmouth have hereto- 
fore served portions of areas in 
question from their surplus wa- 
ter ^pply. Recognizing that the 
creation of two new dt^ has 
created a somewhat difficult 
situation and recognizing that 
the governing bodies of Norfolk 
and Portsmouth must provide 
for the water needs of their re- 
spective people, and also that 
the extension of mains and 
sources of water involves the 
expenditures of monies which 
must be raised by bond issues, 
and that many legal questions 
arise therein, ttierefore the gov- 
erning bodies . , . enter into con- 
tract with the firm of Malcolm 
Pimie ..." 

This firm is to prepare an 
engineering and economic feas- 
ibility study of the whole water 
situation. The treasurer* of the 
respective political subdiviaons 
are directed to pay to the treas- 
urers of Princess Anne County 
their portion of the total. 

South Norfolk and Norfolk 
County will merge into the city 
of Chesapeake on January 1. 
Princess Anne County and Vir- 
ginia Beach will qierge into the 
enlarged city of Virginia Beach 
on the same date.

CHESAPEAKE BEACH — A 
newly built island in Chesapeake 
Bay is sinking — right on sched- 
ule, the chief engineer for the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge & Tun- 
nel Commission reported today. 

Engineer Leon Johnson said, 
tlie bay bottom beneath the 
2,000,000 ton island has dropped 
three to five feet in the last 
twelve months. Design plans call 
for the island to "settle" a total 
of five to eight feet before it 
becomes stabilized, probably in 
November. 

The island, located on the 
north edge of Thimble Shoal 
ship channel, is one of four be- 
ing built for the 17.5-mile 
bridge- tunnel crossing at the 
mouth of Chesapeake Bay. Its 
downward movement is caused 
by compaction of a peat bog be- 
neath the bay bed. 

Sverdrup & Parcel, consulting 
en^eers for the bridge-tunnel, 
discovered the bog when they 
bored test holes in the bottom 
before construction started. The 
peat, 10 to 30 feet thick, was 
trapped twtween layers of clay 
above and below it. 

Contractors sank sand drains 
and deep wells to drain water 
out of the bog and provide a 
firm foundation for the island

VIRGINIA BEACH — Carmen 
CavaUara, billed as "The Po^t 
of the Piano," sat down to his 
first keyboard when he was 
about three years old and 
picked out tunes on a toy 
piano. 

Through his parent's interest 
and encouragement, he develop- 
ed his natural talent for music 
and became one of the greatest 
pianists of this era. 

"I was net a child prodigy 
because I was never exploit- 
ed," he said during rehearsal 
l^rcaks at the Cavalier Beach 
and Cabana Club wher* he 
will appear through tonight. 
"I think most youngsters have 
.a talent for something but ifs 
up to the parents to help him 
develop it. The follow-up is 
so important." 

Cavallaro has been captivat- 
ing audiences since 1940 when 
he had his own band. He dis- 
solved the group in ISfSO to de- 
vote his time to supper club en- 
gagements and recordings. His 
act includes two other musici- 
ans. 

The day of the big bands is 
gone, Cavallero feels, because 
audiences today want to "see 
entertainment rather than lis- 
ten to it, a situation brought 
about by television." 
MMt of the big band mu^d- 



ans have dropped from the spot- 
light ("Virginia Beach is one of 
the few places that brings in 
the bands") but CavaUaro is 
fortunate in that his piano fame 
led him into the supper club 
circuit where he stays in con- 
stant demand. He came here 
from Los Angeles and will leave 
Friday for Juarez, Mexico. 
Less Travel, More Rest 

He hopes next year to set up 
a different progran\, concentrat- 
ing more on records and con- 
certs, so that he can spend more 
time at his Beverly Hills home. 
His present schedule allows lit- 
tle time for rest and relaxation. 

Without hesitation Cavallaro 
commented that, his most re- 
quested numbers'are tunes from 
"The Eddie Duchin Story," the 
movie for which he made the 
sound traclc. He also has four 
other movies to his credit, not 
to mention television perform- 
ances with such personalities as 
Ed Sullivan, Steve Allep, PatU 
Page, Jackie Gleason and many 
others. 

A columnist gave the musician 
his "Poet of the Piano" tag 
some years ago and it's easy to 
understand why. His power over 
the keyboard demands attention 
and draws the audience into a 
listening mocNi that needs neith- 
er lyrics nor costume to keep 
them entertained. 



Singleton, oldest member of 
the band, was nom in Louisiana 
in 1898. His career as a jamnan 
parallels the stylized story «9f 
jazz. He played in New Orleans 
with many of the jazz pioneers, 
and in the early 20's he was 
Mississippi riverboat bands. He 
stopped off in St. Louis for a 
while to join Charlie Creath's 
almost legendary band and then 
moved on to Chicago in 1825. 

In. the *'Windy City" he wa 
with sueh well-known names as 

Louis Armstrong, Jimmie Noone, 
and Earl Hines. He went to New 
York with Armstrong in 1929. 
Hughes Panassie, the French 
jazz critic, calls Singleton the 
"greatest New Orleans style 
drummer known to jazz." 

Goodwin's band credits in- 
clude a stint with Charlie John- 
son's great Harlem orchestra ui 
the 1920'$ as well as later work 
with Sidney Bechet and Lucky 
Millinder. 

Higginbotham recorded with 
King Oliver in 1928 and 1929 
and was a star with the famous 
Luis Russell orchestra that later 
was associated with Louis Am- 
strong for many years. Alvis was 
20 years old in 1927 when be 
made records in Chicago with 
such jazz greats as Jabbo Smith, 
Hines and Noone. In recent 
years, he was with Wilber 
beParis' band at Jimmie Ryan's 
on 52nd Street in New York. 

Wellstood is a leading scholar 
of traditional jazz piano as well 
as an able performer of the dif- 
ficult, rollicking Harlem style in 
the manner of James J. Johnson 
and Fats Waller.

Action by the Virginia Beach' City Coun- 
cil on A/tonday brought to light a projected 
study of the water ne^s and sources for 
the two areas that will become the Cities 
of Virginia Beach and Chesapeake next 
January 1. 

City CcHincil approved payment of its 
share of the cost of the study. Princess 
Arme County, South Norfolk and Norfolk 
.County wiU shai% in the cost of the study 
that will be a>nducted by an engineering 
firfln out of New York City that specializes 
in this field. 

T^> large cities will emerge next Jan- 
uary 1, when Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County become the new City of Vir- 
ginia Beach and South Norfolk and Nor- 
folk County b«x)me the City of Chesa- 
peake. At the present time these areas 



get their water from Portsmouth and Nor- 
folk. 

The study is a step in the right direction, 
we think. It will be interesting to learn 
of the findings of this study. It may be 
the answer to the water question for the 
entire area. 

Water and its supply and its use is not 
a local proposition. It Is an area-wide serv- 
ice that should be dealt with on that basis. 
We believe that eventually a Metro-type 
commission or body will be set up in this 
area and that the water question will be 
handled and administered as an area-wide 
operation. 

The study proposed is a sound step. We 
are glad to see that the governing bodies 
are moving ahead in this matter. It should 
result in a better understanding of this 
problem in the future. 



The Urge To PA erge 



Of \ate, possible and pending railroad 
mergers have been given considerable at- 
tention. The urge to merge is not new. 
Consolidatkons began almost immediately 
after the formation of the first companies 
nrK>re than 1 30 years ago. As an example, 
50 years ago there were 1,300 line-haul 
railroads in this country— now there are 
about 400. 

At various times shifting government 
policy has, by turns, encouraged or pre- 
vented mergers. Over the years all manner 
of merger plans have been acjlvan^ced by 
governnnent bbdies and the railroads them- 
selves. An act of 1940 returned to the rail- 
roads the initiative in proposing consolida- 
tions, subject to Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission approval. 

A long and tortuous path lies between 
the birth of a merger Idea and its accomp- 
lishment. Exhaustive, expensive and time- 



axisuming studies must be made to deter- 
mine what savings can be achieved. Cor- 
porate set-up and debt structure can also 
present difficult problems, as can the task 
of fixing acceptable ratios for an exchange 
of stock. The ICC exerts a strong voice. 
Then, it is common for varoius individuals 
and groups, fearful of losing payrolls, 
taxes or some other asset, to rise in Disposi- 
tion. 

Even so, there have been numerous 
mergers and consolidations in recent years, 
and a number of others are in the proposal 
and negotiation stage. In many instances, 
mergers are the logical way to improve 
the financial position of railroads and, at 
the same time, to give the public the best 
and most eoDnomical service. We'll be 
hearing much more of these mergers as 
time rolls on. °

BAYSIDE— "I have fed like a 
fanner," wrote Jonathan Swift 
more than 200 years ago. 

Then, as now, to eat like a 
farmer is to eat well. 

There is a farm family in the 
area tlmt sees to it that many 
families eat as well as they do. 
The Williams family runs a 
real truck farm. That is a farm 
that grows just vegetables. 

Ten years ago they sold most 
of their produce wholesale to 
the markets. Th^n they decided 
to ^11 the surplus on the farm 
to passersby. 

Before long they were selling 
everything they grew at a large 
stand right on the farm. They 
have been doing that for about 
eight years. 

R. E. Williamis and his son, 
John, run the farm as partners. 
They were both enthusiastic 
about farming and about selling 
directly to the public. 

"It brings a lot of satisfac- 
tions," said the senior Williams, 
"we try to give people fresh 
food the way we would have it 
at our own table. They love it, 
why they mob us here in the 
summer." 

Truck farming is highly sea- 
sonal. "June to September are 
the busy months," said John, "in 
the winter we raise greens." 

The fifty-acre farm is located 
on Newton Road, about a mile 
and a half from Davis Corner. 

There are fields and fields of 
tomatoes, which are a Williams 
specialty. Last week farmhands 
were busy picking tomatoes, 
squash, com, and cucumbers. 
Eggplant, peppers, butter beans, 
cantalopes and watermelons 
were yet to be harvested. 

Some people come and pick 
their own vegetables, but most 
buy from the well-sacked stand. 
Williams won't put anything 
at the stand* unless he is sure 
it is good. iWt year his canta- 
lopes didn't tuhi out well so he 
plowed them under. "It hurts 



you to sell something" that isn't 
right," he said. 

The Williams women work at 
the clean outdoor stand. They 
are as enthusiastic about farm- 
ing as the men. Mrs. Nancy Wil- 
liams Pease and Mrs. John Wil- 
liams laughed with good humor 
as they talked about some of 
theii- experiences selh'ng farm 
produce. They're often asked 
for recipes. "Northernere usual- 
ly don't know how to cook 
squash," said Mrs. Pease. 

"There are some strange re- 
quests," said Mre. Williams. 
"One customer wanted 'fat 
beans', we're still not sure what 
they are." 

And then there was the wom' 
an who wanted to be sure each 
ear of ctfrn had a worm in it. 
That way, s^e said, she'd know 
there was nothing poisonous in 
the corn — if the worm could 
take it, so could she.

Editor't Note: This is the 
third in a series of four ar- 
tlcies prepared by en official 
of the Ticbwater Association 
of Home Builders on new ap- 
proaches to the UM of lend 
for hemes.) 

Home builders and planners 
are considering various new pat- 
terns for the development of 
land for residential use. Their 
purpose is in the public good — 
to prevent waste of land, cut 
home costs, and provide attrac- 
tive settings for 'homes. 

The Tidewater Association of 
Home Builders in cooperation 
with the National Association of 
Home Builders with which it is 
affiliated, is calling attention to 
the need for wiser use of land 
as our population mounts. 

One new approach is the 
planned unit development. Here 
an area is completely planned 
from the very start — rather 
than permitted to grow piece- 
meal. The idea is to provide a 
balanced community made up 
of detached homes, town houses, 
apartments, schools, parks, and 
play areas. 

The planned unit development 
makes possible for variety in 
design and in building densities 
to provide homes for different 
family income 'levels and family 
sizes. Individual lot sizes need 
not be strait- jacketed into rigid 
sizes. Frequjently, the lots " are 
smaller thdi with conventional 
plans wh^ houses are placed 
in rows /along a street. At the 
same tim^ however, open areas 
are presented for common use. 
The plan may not be suitable 
for every area and zoning regu- 
lations may prevent its use in 
some communities. -But it is in- 
teresting because it is possible 
that in the future it may be a 
common feature in our land- 
Kape. No one knows how soon 
the new concepts may take hold, 
but change is a part of the 
American nature. 

The "Journal of Homebuild- 
ing', official publication of the 
National Association of Home 
Builders, reveals how one plan- 
ned unit development is to be 
ImUt, at Farmington, Conn. 

liwre, builder Howard L. 
Kiuml and town planner Rob- 



ert W. Donald have come up 
with an open-space plan for a 
community to be known as The 
WoodlandSi As approved by city 
officials, the plan allows the de- 
velopei^ to reduce lot sizes as 
long as the maximum density 
does not exceed the zoning al- 
lowed in that district. A zoning 
amendment approved last year 
gives a green light to the de- 
velopment. A major factor in 
the overall plan is that the 
scenic terrain is to be kept in 
its natural state. 

Menzel's plan calls for 130 
single:family homes and five 
apartments with 41 units. Thirty 
acres of a 155-acre tract will be 
strips of woodland weaving 
through the development, seo- 
arating it into eight small 
neighborhoods. 

The hilliest land is to be 
saved for the woodland strips. 
This adds beauty to the develop- 
ment while at the same time, 
reducing improvement costs and 
thus the cost of an individual 
home. Roads will conform to 
natural topography. 

The apartment area, will be 
surrounded by a 15-foot wide 
landscaped buffer strip, exceot 
for one entrance street. Public 
open space is proposed for 
areas behind much of the buffer 
strip, and a shopping center is 
plann^. Every unit in the apart- 
ment project will have a private 
garden terrace "and sections of 
each apartment building will 
vary in depth. 

The plan, in this case, is few- 
homes for higher income fam- 
ilies but home builders believe 
the same idea coiUd be used for 
lower cost residential develop- 
ments. 

Under the open-space plan, 
there will be Fewer streets and 
less maintenance than under 
conventional development of the 
same amount of land.

VIRGINIA BEACH— On a re- 
turn trip from Jacksonville, Fla.

"Walt was not what you 
would call an inttictive lead- 
er," Rothenberg commented.

Last week we left off at what 
our diaily eating habits should 
be like, along with some exer- 
cise habits for every day. Make 
sure you get 15 minutes to a 
half hour exercise daily. If you 
are a weight-worrier or want to 
spot-reduce on certain areas, 
make sure you are doing the 
right kind of exercise. 

For instance you might be do- 
ing increasing exercises, without 
realizing it and therefore getting 
the wrong results.

Most likely I will 
discuss the "Exercise Suit" in 
one of my future reports. 

First of all consult an expert 
for a proper figure proportion 
program that will offer exer- 
cises for every part of your 
body. (Ladies, please ask a wom- 
an expert to help you solve 
your problem, then only anoth- 
er woman will know all about 
your secrets and as a result 
will advise you correctly.

The Social Security law cov- 
ers most household employees. 
All household employees are 
covered by Social Security if 
they receive from an employer 
cash wages of $50.00 or more in 
a calendar quarter for house- 
hold work performed in or 
about the employer's private 
home. Household workers in 
rooming - houses, boaixling- 
houses, hotels, etc., are covered 
regardle^ of the amount of 
their earnings. 

Maids, cooks, gardners, valets, 
etc., performing household work 
in or about a private home — 
also babysitters— whether adult 
or teenage — who come to a 
private home regularly to care 
for children are considered 
household workers for Social 
Security purposes. 

If you have a household work- 
er and have not been reporting 
her earfiings for Social Security 
purposes then write to your 
Social Security Office and ask 
for Form OASI-21. The form 
should be filled out and mailed 
to the District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue. You will then 
receive information about how 
to report employee's earnings 
for Social Security purposes.

Mystery Blasts Shake 
Off-Shore Fishermen 



VIRGINIA,^ BEACH -^ Geysers 
of water ri«ng td a height of 
an estimated l^M) feet above jwa- 
' ter. apparently caused by 
charges set off by two myster- 
ious black-huUed fishing boats 
Sunday, caused some apprehen- 
sion among sport fishermen off 
Virginia Beach. 

The explosions witnessed by 
people abcMird some 30 charter 
and private fishing boats took 
place about 1 p.m in interna- 
tional watere about 12 miles 
east of Virginia Beach, over the 
reef in that.tirea of the Atlantic. 

The boats were said to be be- 
tween 55 and and 80 feet long 
with noilags, except one which 
flew the daytime pennant in- 
dicating cable-laying operations, 
a red ball, a white diamond be- 
low it and another red ball at 
the bottom. 

Although the Coast Guard 
had not been notified, the boats 
apparently were conducting off 
shore oil explorations and were 
detonating the explosive charges 
for seismic reflections. 

At least four oil companies 
had announced such plans for 
explorations over the continental 
shelf between Connecticut and 
North Carolina. 

Shell Oil Co. announced last 



March plans for seismic surveys 
off the Atlantic around May 15, 
however, a Shell spokesman said 
"the boats were not. ours." 

Kerr-McGee Industries of Ok- 
lahoma City, Okla., reportedly 
began such operations in Sept. 
1960, but there have been no 
reports on what the company 
found or whether operations are 
still in progress. 

Capt. Gene Hester of the 
cruiser Briny Marlin said he 
thought he was going to be 
"blown out of the water". Capt. 
Earl Paul of the party boat Sea 
Robin also commented, "They 
set off three charges right in 
the middle of the line of boats 
fishing at the reef."

Gallop tried to call the 
boat on marine radio but the 
black-hulled boat did not an- 
swer. 

Capt. Bob Pebworth estimated 
at least 300 pounds of charges 
were set off. "They jarred all 
the fishing boats out there and 
we didn't catch a fish after they 
were through." ' '

The Crocketts moved into 
their house 16 years ago and 
started their garden. The hard- 
est job was clearing the land. 
Then they began planting. 

Except for the big trees and 
a few original plants, Mrs. 
Crockett has propagated every- 
thing her^lf. 

She began it as a hobby, but 



soon had so many surplus plants 
she started giving them away. 
Then she decided to open a 
small nursery in her backyard.

Yes! say most editors in a national survey— we haven't a fair share of seats in our state 



WHAT WILL IT MEAN to thc votcf in the Sub- 
urbs now that the United States Supreme 
Court has eased the way to a fair distributi(Hi of 
seats in state legislatures? 

Will the familiar domination of state l^sla- 
tures by rural districts merely be replaced by equal- 
ly unsavory domination by big-city political ma- 
chines — ^with the suburban voters caught in thc 
middle — or will the suburbs emerge as a power- 
ful "third forre" in state and national pditics? 
Why the shake-up? And will it be good or bad? 

When we put these questions to a Round Table 
of editors and publishers, all were agreed on one 
point — big changes are in store for us who live in 
the suburbs now that the Court, by its decision of 
March 26th, has made it possible to review the 
kind of representation we are getting in relation 
to our exploding population ( and exploding taxes) . 

The voters m the big cities and the rural 
counties have the same reviewing privileges, to be 
sure, but many informed and gratified observers 
feel with the new^aperman from Penn Hills, 
Pennsylvania, who says, **The suburbs, more tfian 
the cities, stand to gain the most." 

Other editors questioned are less optimistic 
about the revolt which thc city and suburban voters 
are now unleashing — or, if you prefer, the "re- 
view" they are now conducting of the rural majori- 
ties in state legislatures. 

Overtaken years ago by the rise of city popula- 
tions, the rural representatives managed to main- 
tain their privileged status by trick and device — 
including the comparatively simple stunt of just 
refusing, census after census, to reapportion tegis- 
lative districts according to the new count — but, 
finally, three months ago the Court decided that 
those suffering from such discrimination could 
appeal to a Federal judge for relief, and the result 
was explosive. In no less than 22 states apportion- 
ment suits have already been filed. 



Fast-growing suburban areas are today thc 
^rst sufferers fnmi malapporticmment A few 
glaring examines: 

Suffolk County, New York (where population 
bounced from 200,000 in 1950 to nearly 700,000 
in 1960), elects three Assemblymen. Upstate, 
rural Schuyler County with 15,000 people elects 
one Assemblynum. Each Su^oik County member 
represents roughly 15 times as many citizens as 
the Schuyler member. 

DcKalb and Fulton Counties, Georgia (in the 
Atlanta area) with 813,000 people between them 
— as reported by the North DeKalb Record— 
have six seats in the lower house of the legislature, 
the same as six small counties with a total popu- 
lation of 16,800. That's 48 to 1 discrimination. 

Outrageous? Then look at Los Angeles County, 
California, with 6,000,000 people in city and sub- 
urbs — 42% of the population of the State. Los 
Angeles has one State Senator. The smallest Senate 
district also has one State Senator. Each voter in 
that district is thus equd in voting power to 431 
Los Angeles County voters\ In fact, a majority of 
the California Senate can be elected by 11.88% 
of the voters — ^just as a majority of the lower 
house of the legislature can be elected by 9.59% 
of Connecticut voters, or in Florida by 12.58%. 

THIS INCREDIBLE ,#uation is a development of 
this century. In 1900 the rural population out- 
numbered the urban by 50% . As the comparative 
size of the farm population declined, rural-dom- 
inated SUte legislatures began "forgetting" to re- 
ipp(Mtioa or ntablished arbitrary voting systems 
in ixdet to keep their power. At first it was the 
expanding cities that complained. Now many of 
die larger cities are losing population while the 
suburbs around them expand. A city that loses 
population But retains its original number of leg- 
islative seats actually improves its relative posi- 



tion; a suburb that doubles and txipXes its inhabit- 
ants and gets no more representation is progres- 
sively worse off. This is what has been happening 
all over the country. 

Now, with relief in sight, suburban dtizens are 
beginning to see new vistas of pditical power, even 
to becoming a third force holdii^ the balance 
between Big City and Upstate (or Downstage). 

Opinions vary, however, on how the »tuation 
can best be developed to serve suburban needs. 
Some editors feel rural politicians dcm't under- 
stand suburban (m^Iems, so better seek city co- 
operation both in state legislation and area devel- 
opment On the other hand, many editors fear tiie 
corruption (rf big city machines and have more 
confidence in presumed rural virtue. Voters in 
Chicago Heights, Illinois, are reported as mostly 
"concerned with keeping pace with Chicago's rep- 
resentation, as the suburbs grow and the city 
loses population." 

V 

DISTRUST of the Chicago city machine is evi- 
denced by several suburban editors in Illi- 
nois — both as to its influence in the leg^ture and 
in Congress. The Arlington Heights Herald (one of 
a group of papers that has been fighting the re- 
apportionment! batUe a long time) reports that 
the suburbs are being shortchai^ed b^ause the 
Mayor of Chic^o "is primarily interested in 
maintaining hb m^-man rule of the powerful 
city machine at the eiqwnse (d suburban voters." 
In Maryland, also, tile County Paper, in Balti- 
more County, points up the inequities of the exis- 
ting system ("We are taxed once to meet State 
school-aid costs and then agam at the local level 
to take care of our own educational problems"), 
but now conies a note of caution: "In Maryland, 
at least, reapportionment could be a two-edged 
sword. The logic of assigning represenUitlves on 
a population basis is in^capable. But ... the

already Itmg line of 'firsts' the county has achieved 
in bringing progress to the Free State." 

Outside Denver, two papers in Arapahoe 
County, only a few miles apart, likewise report 
healthy differences (rf viewpoint Two initiatives 



are on the Colorado ballot this fall, one calling for 
res4>portionment of both houses of the legislature 
oo a population basis, the other confining such 
ai^rtionment to the lower house with the Senate 
districts frozen. The Arapahoe Heraid, stoutly 
supporting the both-house [dan, cites the need for 
facing up to such prc^lems as mass transit in met- 
ropolitan areas, planning assistance, air pollution, 
metn^litan cooperation and annexation, as well 
as inequitable taxation. "In the past six years our 
school district has increased in children 20 to 
23% annufdly" says the editor. "Rural legislators 
have no comprehension of this problem." But the 
Engiewood Hertdd has doubts, thinks the city of 
Denver with its well-organized poUtics would con- 
trol l^islation if population were the basis for 
both houses. "I see no advantage in swapping con- 
trol from the country boys to the city slickers. In 
fact, the voting record of some of the yokels is 
more in favor oi the general good than the Den- 
ver legislators' record," rematts the Herald. 

The Oak Cliff Tribune in subuiban Dallas, 
Texas, says, "Rural legislators fail to comprehend 
city problems on water, zoning, traffic, taxation," 
citing especially the growth of slums around cities 
because of lack of county zoning Uws. 

Other questions of local government may also 
be helped by legal action. In Redwood City, CaU- 
fomia, the immediate problem is the adjustment of 
county supervisor districts. A similar situation in 
die suburban area of Hennepin County, Minne- 
s(^ is now under review in the courts, backed by 
the local i»per. Suburban leaders in Cuyahoga 
County, Ohio, are trying to establish smaller legis- 
lative districts and get rid of the present three-foot 
"bed-sheet" ballot which makes it almost impos- 
sible for voters to exercise any real judgment. 

Some editors expect specific gains : 

St. Matthews, Kentucky: "Much -needed legis- 
lation relating to industrialization and a drainage 
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program failed in the last legislature." 

Royal Oak, Michigan: "Reaf^rtionmem 
would' affect every facet of state taxation and 
spending. Residents in urban-suburban areas pay 
a higher ratk> of taxes per capita, receive lesser 
returns of direct state-tax allocations for local 
functions such as public schools." 
BeUevue, Washington: "Main proUem is roads." 
Coral Gables, Florida: "80% of the 5th, 6th 
and 7th cent of our gasoline tax goes directly to 
the State Road Department for distribution to the 
various counties for the county road system on 
basis of population, area, and total county miles 
existing in 1931^ 

Blue Springs, Missouri, reports a gerrymander 
situation. "Eastern Jackson County has almost 
enough population to have a representative of its 
own. But we don't have one." The area has been 
cut in two and linked with adjoining urban areas. 
"We suburbanites have our own proUems and 
needs. But the big-city forces (politicians, news-' 
papers, area planners, racial groups, unions) are 
making sure in Jackson County that we are denied 
an effective voice in the legislature. We are n(H 
suffering from underrepresentation. We are suf- 
fering from NO representation." 

ONLY A FEW editon don't feel their areas are 
underrepresented in the state legislature or 
in Congress <x both. To some extent it's, true, as 
an editor in Skokie, Illinois, points out, that "even 
when there is comparatively equitable reapportion- 
ment periodically, suburban voters are to scmie 
degree disfranchised or shortchanged by rapid 
growth alone." The slow-moving machinery of 
reapportionment every census period simply 
doesn't catch up with the population explosion. 
Also, there's still some dispute, here and there, 
about whether both houses of every state legisla- 
ture should be wholly apportioned on the sole 
basis of population. The Supreme Court decision 
does not insist on absolute equality or on no 
"checks and balances" at all— but it does strike 
down "invidious discrimination." 

So the revolt of the urban and suburban voter 
against long-continued rural bondage is in full 
cry, aiul in some states special sessions of legisla- 
tures are being called to remap the legislative 
districts before the courts do it for them, while in 
other ^tes courts are reserving decision with a 
pointed warning to the boys at the Capitol to get 
busy, or dse. 

The net result of all these procedures promises 
to be a truly enormous net gain in the political in- 
fluence and power (A suburban voters and tax- 
payers. When the Court decision was first an- 
nounced, it was hailed as the most momentmis in 
a century.

ON JULY 15th, a special train will leave New Orleans' 
Union Station with 40 young giiis aboard as its only 
passengers. As the train speeds through Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, and Washington, D. C, these teen-agers, 
all members of the Southeast Louisiana Girl Scout Council, • 
win be joined by other happy travelers, until a traioload of 
eager scouts bounces out at Button Bay State Park, near 
Burlington, Vt., for the 1962 Girl Scout Senior Roundup. 

One of the first giiis aboard the train in New Orieans 
will be Miss Lauren Loughridge, a 16-year-old scout from 
Harahan, Louisiana, and typical of the more than 8,500 
girls frran 50 states and 15 countries wholl be pitching 
tents at Roundup thi& year— the Girl Scouts' 50th Birthday 
anniversary.

MiDSUMiiER is tlie tiine when lawns 
show what kind of can (or lack of 
h) they weit given last autumn and this 
qwiog. Qnty weU-iooted, thick turf that is 
v^rous and wefl traded will lode its best 
throqgh tiiese hot, diy days. But even 
though you've had no presununer lawn- 
caie program, you needn't de^Mdr. If your 
grass is b^^miitg to look like moth-eaten 
wool rather than rich ^een velv^ there 
are a nundier of diii^ you can do to im- 
prove it tOl good growing conditions come 
agam with autunm. 

MMrUghlly 

Make sore you're mowing ctmectfy. 
Oidy up to one third the loigth of leaf 
Uades should be removed at any one mow- 
ing. Cuttii^ off too much grass during hot 
weather can throw grass (dants into a state 
ci shodE, and hot sun will injure the ex- 
posed tender growth. Raise the mower 
bbdes to one and a htalf ot, bietter still, two 
inches for momng Kentucky bluq;rass and 
fescue lawns. (M^ in quick-growth periods 
of spring and auttimn shoukl grass be cut 
shorter. DuflTblades tear the grass, give it 
a ragged, yeltowidi appearance. Remove 
long grass dq)pingi lest diey snxMher tiie 
lawn and erase damage.

it be i^^ilied? ScSi* and climate conditkms 
vary so much that there can be no blanket 
rule.

One good soaking per week on heavy s<m1s 
will usually suffice, and two to four on 
sandy soils Oi where dry conditions pie- 
vail. Apply at least a quarter-indi of water 
each time. By settmg a series of coffee cans 
at Various distances firom your sprinkle, 
you can average the water that falls, into 
them to gauge how loi^ to water. Probably 
a quarter to a half hour f<x eadi hose pbue- 
ment will be suffideitt. In hot dry wurther, 
where lawns are ocposed to winds, or tm 
a sovdi (X soitfhwest slope, youll need to 
water mme ollen. Even if you live in a 
water-short: area, vrater when and of you 
can. A little now and then is better than 
none at all, and it may just possiUy mean 
survival tot your lawn. Some ei^rts insist 
on eariy mormng watering, ptmiti^ out

ture plants now, and next spring apply a pre^meiiience 
killer to take care d seeds in the soil. For broad-leav^ 
weeds — plantain, dandelions, etc. — use any preparation 
containing a 2, 4-D formula. Af^ly it either in its dry 
granular form with a spreader (you can fertilize the lawn 
at the same tinw by using one of the weed-and-feed pre- 
.pared mixtures), or use it as a liquid spray. 

Chemical controls for insects and diseases — grubs, wire 
worms, nuHhs, chinch bugs, clover mites, ants, chi^ers, 
fleas, fungus growths and the like— are also available in 
both granular and liquid forms. The important thing is 
that you should start using them now to decimate the 
armies of pests which, if ignored, will cause future trouUe. 

F««d WhMi Hungiy 

If you've not used a slow-release lawn food this spring, 
you can now start using a special lawn formula organic 
base food. Inorganic fenilizers may bum grass when ap- 
plied in hot weather. However, if applied just before a rain 
or watered in immediately after ap^ication, possibility (tf 
damage may be cut down. In any case, water is needed so 
that plants can sbsoih and utilize the nutrients. 

RMMd N«xt MMrth 

You can reseed bald areas and bare ^>ots in mid- to late 
August. Stir up the soil, levelling it wdl, then spread the 
lawn seeds on top. Don't cover them, but press them into 
the soil so that Uiey are firmly in contact with it. Cover 
small bare spots with a flattened piece of excelsior iKkfm 
place with '^hairpms" cut firom wire coat hanger| until 
seeds germinate and growth begins. You can cover larger 
spots with burlap sackii^ staking it in [daoe or, better still, 
use tibe new knitted netting offered by one of the large 
lawn-seed companies, which screens out the hot rays <A 
summer sun, yet permits rain and water to penetrate. 
Thanks to covering, root penetration is insured, and by 
the time cool weather arrives the lawn will be ready.

He cries out with delight at the 
fir$t sight of a dog or a cat because he recc^izes that this 
is the worid into which he wfis bom and of which ^e is a 
part. Unfortunately his joy is one from which the bysy and 
demanding world will try to wean him. But there is ino rea- 
son why he should ever lose it at all, and of the advantages 
that we are so anxious to give our children none is more 
valuable than a chance to let their love of nature grow in- 
stead of wither. As the years go on, it may turn out to be one 
oi their (teepest satisfactions and consolations. 

Into the smallest child's room I would put at least a gold- 
fish in a bowl or a parakeet in a cage, and I would remember 
that no child is afraid of any animal unless he has learned 
the fear from an adult. Don't recoil from a harmless garter 
snake, and don't say "ugh*^ when you see a toad. 

I would give the child no pet he can touch until he is old 
enough to realize that to be alive means to be capable of 
pain as well as of pleasure. 

"A cat," said the mad poet, Christopher Smart, "is an 
instrument for children to learn benevolence upon." 

But if they learn cruelty instead it will be a curse to them 
as well as to those who suffer from it A d(^ is a better first 
pet than a cat because it is tougher, but cats come next. 

From pets I would lead the child — and he will be easily 
led — to the creatures living then: own lives close at hand — 
the bird that comes to the window tray to feed or the rabbit 
in your flower bed. Going for a walk to see what one can see 
rather than merely to get somewhere is the first step in the 
education of a naturalist. But never let your child feel that since

diatdy us^ul to you they are to be dassed 
as vermin <Mrweed.ThedandelkMiandthe rab- 
bit may be ^ oC place, but we would miss 
them nevutbdess if they weren't around. 

Take the diild to a zoo, ci course. Some- 
day you may abo talw him to a National 
Park or, if you are up to it, (imping in the 
woods. But don't forget that even in the 
city — to say nothing Of the uiburb — there 
is mou^ to keep a naturalist Iwisy. Tho- 
reau "traveled exten»vdy in Ccocord," 
and any child, or for that matter any adult, 
cut travel extensively i^ his own back yard. 
Two dl nature's greatest marvels — the but- 
terfly and die tadpde — are acce»iUe in 
any suburb. 

If milkweed grows in your neighbor- 
hood, keep an e^ on two or three of those 
green <«nd Mack striped cater^llars that 
feed upon it, and when they have reached 
maximum size put one in a box with an 
upright twig and a daily supfdy oi fresh 
milkweed leaves to feed upra. Very soon 
it will grow slu^ish and crawl up the twig. 
There it wiU fostra itself and, if you are 
lucky, you may see it suddenly drop its 
skin to reveal, perfectly formed and ex- 
quisitely shaped, a decorated urn — "the 
green cai&a vnth the golden nails." What 
we call ugliness has become a thing oi 
beauty. But that is only the beginning. 

In surprisingly few days the cofl&n will 
break open and out (rf it will crawl a crum- 
pled and seemin^y deformed monarch 
butterfly Gradual^ the crumpled wings 
will spread in all their rich brown beauty. 
Now move Uie twig gently out of doors, 
and presendy the wii^ will give a pre- 
liminary &itter and then the butterfly will 
sail away. (You may watch the same mir- 
acle as it is performed by the smaller cat- 
erpillar with the huge false eyes, that you 
can find (m spicdw^, or by the lugworm 
that is eating up your tomato plants — this 
one, by the way, will want to prepare for 
transformation under some dry leaves in- 
stead of attached to a twig.) 

FEW oiiLDREN who tiave seen this mira- 
cle vdll ever forget it. Many may want 
to read in some book just how it all hap- 
pened — how the caterjrillar formed the 
green coffin just below its skin — ^how the 
substance of its body dissolved almost into 
an egg agam and then was incredibly re- 
organized, or bom a^ain as a creature in 
every respect new and different But the 
miracle is enough in itself. 

If you think that things like this are too 
messy and too much trouble, please stop 
and consi(fer. A tadpole in the cellar is not 
as messy as too many mechanical toys 
scattered over the living room. As for 
trouUe, a busy child never demands as 
mudi itttention as utkfie one. llie bu(kUng 
naturalist is not likdy to whi%, "What can 



I do now? There's no one to play with." 

(X course, ymi can share his h(4>by as 
much as ytni like. The manufacturen <A 
small arms reomunend fathers to go hunt- 
ing widi dieir atm as a healthy fcMm of 
togetherness. But why take a gun? There 
are rather too many of the latter on tv al- 
ready. You can get as much exercise and 
as much fresh air obser^i^ (and photo- 
graphing, if you like) as you can killing 
s(»nething that woukl pcdet to be alive 
and is, beudes, a good deal more interest- 
ing alive than dead. 

Ctae (rf the best all-around naturalists I 
know, Louis Wayne Walker, formeily oi 
the American Museum of Natural History 
in New York and now oi our Arizona- 
Sonora Desert Museum in Tucao), was a 
bad boy especially prone to playing hooky 
frtmi school Then a v^se principal found 
out that he was ending his illegitimate 
hdidays in the woods and su^ested that 
he create a natural history museum for the 
schod. The problem was solved. 

YOUR CHILDREN may not be a problem, 
and you may not want them to become 
profes»onal naturalists, but there is no 
better bobby— either casual or serious — 
than the natural world. It makes -every ex- 
pedition from the Sunday stroll to the 
around-the-worid tour an absorbing ad- 
venture. Guy lEmerson, one of the high 
officers oi the Bankers Trust Company of 
New York, is an eminent omitlwlo^st, and 
Crawford Greenewalt, prudent oi E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Company, has pub- 
lished a stuiuung book about hunmting- 
birds. In neither case has their hobby in- 
terfered with their career. 

Schools 8(Hnetimes help and-scMuetimes 
they do not. Some have exoeflent nature 
study programs and provkle field trips. 
Others offer courses suitaUe only to those 
who are going to be doctors or prcrfessicmal 
biol(%ists. They seat students cm sto(ds in,, 
a basement labd^toiy and bi^ with the 
dismal routine of dosecting earthworms 
and cockroaches, from which tl^y proceed 
ultunately to the investigation of the inner 
organs of cats preserved in formaldehjrde. 

This is said to come under the liead of 
encouraging "a truly scientific attitude." 
But it is hardly likely to develop that kind 
of interest and attitude which wiU enrich 
iht life of the nonprofessional. You woukl 
do well to inqmre at tfie next P.T.A. meet- 
ing whether the nature' study courses in 
your schod are teaching compassion or 
indifference.

Bridge Work 
Starting Today 
On Bay Project 

CHESAPEAKE BEACH — 
Contractors planned to start 
work t^y erecting the fint of 
two steel bridges in the 17.5- 
mile bridge - timnel complex 
crossing the mouth of Chesa- 
peake Bi^. 

The bridge will span the in- 
tracoastal waterway channel 
through Fisherman Inlet at the 
tip of the Delmarva Peninsula. 
A second steel bridge three 
miles south will cross the bay's 
North Channel, used by com- 
mercial fishing i^ps. 

^th bridges will be of con- 
tinuous steel deck plate girder 
construction with reinforced 
concrete roadway slabs. Togeth- 
er, they will make up less than 
one mile of the total crossing. 

The three ■ span Fisherman 
Inlet brMge wU be 457 feet 
long. It's 175-foot center span 
wU Iprovide imraing bdats with 
110 feet horizontsd clearafiee 
and 40 feet vertical clearance 
above mean high water. 

Engineers call the two steel 
bridges "high level" to distin- 
guish them from the 12 miles 
of "low level" prestrejMed con- 
crete trestle that comprises the 
major pidrtion of the hridge- 
tunnel. The trestle will carry the 
two-lane highway 30 feet above 
mean low water. 

Steel for the two bridges was 
fabricated in Roanoke, Va., and 
shipped by rail to an assembly 
yard at Cape Charles, Va. Work- 
men loaded the girders on 
barges this week and towed 
them to Fishennan Inlet, where 
a floating crane was to start 
lifting them into position today 
atop the concrete piers that will 
support them.

HOW ARE MONTHLY 
BENEFITS FIGURED? 

Monthly benefits arc figured 
accordng to a scaled table set out 
in the law that takes' into account 
the worker's average monthly 
earnings on jobs covered for 
social security purposes. In cal- 
culating average monthly earn- 
ings, all years after 1950 and up 
to the year of retirement, death 
or disability must be counted. 
In some isolated cases where 
most of a persons earnings were 
before 1951, 1937 can be used 
as a starting point in figuring the 
average monthly wage. In cal- 
culating average monthly earn- 
ings, up to five years of lowest 
earnings can be discarded as well 
as any years in an estat)lished 
period of disabiUty. 

If a person's average monthly 
earnings are $84 or more, he can 
determine his approximate pri- 
mary insurance amount by using 
the following mathematical form- 
ula: 

(1) Take 55 per cent of the 
first $1 10 of the average moi»thly 
earnings, 

(2) plus 20 per cent of remain- 
der of the average monthly earn- 
ings, 

(3) then add to this 7 per cent 
of the total of the first two steps, 
round the result to the nearest 
dollar and the total is the work- 
er's primary i/isurance amount. 

The primary insurance amount 
is equal to the amount of month- 
ly t>enefit to which the wwker 
himself is entitled when he quali- 
fies for disability insurance bene- 
fit or retirement benefits at age 
65. Dependents are paid a pro- 
portionate share of the primary 
insurance benefit, depending on 
how many dependents there are 
and under what conditions they 
qualify. No primary insurance 
amount at present will be under 
$40 or more than $123.

VIRGINIA BEACH — The 
decision of the stockholders will 
decide whether or not a merger 
will take place between the 
Bank of Prin<»8s Anne and the 
Bank of Virginia Beach. A 
stockholders meeting will take 
place next month. 

The merger plan calls for the 
exchange of two shares of cap- 
ital stock of the Bank of Prin- 
cess Anne for a share of the 
stock of the Bank of Virginia 
Beach, which would be the sur- 
viving corporation. 

If approveil at stockhoUlers 
meetings August 7 and 8, the 
merger will need the sanction

mission and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. 

The new Bank would have 
resources totaling more than 
$13 biflion in the six offices 
scattered around the Virginia 
Beach and Princess Anne area 
and possibly a seventh in Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza. 

E. H. Chuit:h, president of the 
Bank of Virginia Beach since 
its inception in 1945 is seen as 
continuing in that office, and 
Sidney S. Kellam as chairman 
of the board. 

The Bank of Princess Anne, 
based at Aragona Village, 
opened March 6, 1961. It will 
open a second office at Bayside 
late this summer and has an 
application pending before the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
to open another branch at Prin- 
cess Anne Plaza. The resources 
are about $3.2 million said W. 
Albert Hess, president. 

The merger calls for the is- 
suance of 3,000 shares of capital 
stock by the Bank of Virginia 
Beach, giving it a total of 33,000. 
Of this total, 15,000 will be ex- 
changed Jor the 30,000 shares 
the Bank of Princess Anne now 
has outstanding. The stock of 
both banks has a par value of 
$10 a share. - 

Bank of Virginia Beach stock 
has lately been bid at $40 a 
share and Bank of Princess 
Anne at $20. 

Kellam is chairman of the 
board of both banks. Two other 
board directors — Fred Haycox 
and Frank D. Tarrall — are 
members of both. 

The merger is being under- 
taken under amendments to 
existing bank legislation passed 
at the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly.

Prospective home buyers are 
increasingly interested in the 
architectural style of houses, 
according to JuUan Rashkind, 
President of the Tidewater As- 
sociation of Home Builders. 

However, he said, some con- 
fusion underrtahdably exists be- 
cause of the variety of names 
liven house designs. Some are 
called the split-level, the ramb- 
ler, the ranch, the Early Amer- 
ican, the Colonial, the Cape 
Cod, the modern and the con- 
temporary. 

. Actually, Rashkind continued, 
most homes belong to one of 
three basic designs— the tradi- 
tional, the modem, or the con- 
temporary. The three designs 
have developed characteristics 
that are easily recognizable. 

Rashkind said that the tradr- 
tional home is- probably best de- 
scribed as suggestive of designs 
used in the earlb' days of the 
country. The earty homes were 
rectangular, compact and built 
of native materials. Features of 
the traditional home that <»n- 
tinue to be favorites today in- 
clude small - paned windo\^ 
shutters, second-story dormer 
windows, formal entrances and 
interesting detail. 

The traditional home is as 
much a part of the current 
American scene as the family 
car, though it may draw on the 
architecture of the past for in- 
spiration. 

The home of modem design 
is a product of the 20th Century, 
Rashkind pointed out. It is 
characterized by low - pitched 
and flat roofs, wide overhangs 
or (Mxasionally, no overhangs, 
strong horizontal lines, much 
glass, and simple, structural 
planes. It uses unadorned ma- 
terials and. emphasizes the open 
plan of interior arrangement. 

Two influences gave impetus 
to the modern design. California 
builders generally are credited 
with popularizing the long, low^ 
rambling house with much glass.

VIRGINIA BEACH — The 

dredging of Lake HoUy, a small 
fresh water lake locatal w^t of 
Pacific Avenue, began Monday 
by the Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission in order to prewnt 
ffeh from dying from lack of 
oxygen. 

According to EUswc«th Morse, 
general superintendent for the 
commission, it will take two or 
tiiree weeks to pump the mud 
fnxn die lake to Rudce Inlet. 
From Rudee Inlet, the mud will 
be carried out to sea. 

Three weeks ^), said Morse, 
dead fish were found on the 
e4ge of the lake. At ths time, the 
(XMnmission's small dredge went 
into operation and began circulat- 
ing the water throu^ its pump. 
This put nK»« oxygen in the 
water and the fish quit dying. 

TTie lake is now cmly six inches 
in spots but wh^ tt£ dredging 
is completed, its depth will range 
from three feet dwp by the bank 
to five f«t in the middle, Morse 
said. 

As part of a geiieral beautifi- 
cation program, the city planted 
shrubbery around the lake and 
m^ a small flower gardes on « 
point trf land <m tfce BaiSic Ave- 
nue side. The lake has been 
stocks with te^, p^Kt aadL 
otber fish.

Parker, Leslie Young, Miles 
Davis and Dizzy Gillespie — ^just 
to mention a few names that 
even 1 recognized.

Wednesday, July 11, at 7 p.m. 
with the president, C. B. Ostran- 
der, presiding. 

Guest speajker for the evening 
was Mr. Frank Cox, Supt. of 
Schools for PA. County. Mr. 
Cox was intit>du(%d to the club 
by IvMi Mapp, program chair- 
man. Mr. Cox. who has been 
serving the county for ahnost 30 
yean, gave an account of the 
great progress that has been 
made by the school system dur- 
ing this time. He stated that the 
population explosion which has 
been taking place in Princess 
Anne County in recent years, 
has had perhaps a greater im- 
pact on the educational systenoi 
than on any other faction in the 
county. 

Following are some of the al- 
most unbelie^ble statistics: In 
19S0 there w^re ^ schools in 
the county, most of which were 
very small. At that time the 
teaching staff numbered 160 
and the estimated value of the 
property was two million dol- 
lars. 

&i 1961 there were 1^ schools 
(six white and twenty small 
colored, one and two-room 
schools) in the county. "V^ 
tMching staff numbered 160 
and the estimated value of the 
IMToperty was two million dol- 
lars. 

In 1961 tfiere were twenty-two 
schools, with a much greater 
number of c^assroc»ns and a 
teaching staff oiF 850. 

The total enrollment in 1950 
was 5,000 with a $500,000 
budget. By the 1961-62 school 
year enrollment had increased 
to over 35,000 with a budget of 
about six minion dollars. The 
value of the school properties 
has risen to about twenty mil- 
lion dollars. 

fhere are now over 1,000 
persons employed by the Prin- 
cess Anne School Board. Mr. 
Cox also said that last fall 180 
new classrooms were opened 
and this fall about 100 more will 
be opened. At the present rate 
of population increase the coun- 
ty must add two new classrooms 
per week to keep pace. In^ 
speaking of the source of fi- 
nances needed to construct and 
operate the schools in the coun- 
ty Mr. Cox said thai 53c of each 
dollar comes from the state, 17c 
comes from the Federal Govern- 
ment and the rest comes from 
county revenues. Due to the fact 
that there are so many school 
children who are federally con- 
nected (Service men's children) 
over 10 million dollars has been 
received by the county since 
1950 for construction of schools. 
Another nine million dollars was 
obtained through bond issue. 

The county has a fleet of 150 
school busses which operate 
daily with virtually no accidents. 
The combined mileage covered 
by this fleet daily is over 7,000 
miles — about the equivalent of 
a round trip to Seattle, Wash- 
ington. 

Mr. Cox also said that it is 
necessary for the county to re- 
cruit a large number of teach- 
ers, many from neighboring 
states. Princess Anne Schools 
are rated among the leadera in 
the state scholastically. Seven 
graduates of Princess Anne High 
School were accepted at the 
Naval Academy this year and a 
lan[e number of those were ac- 
cepted by other colleges and 
uidversities. 

Sauest Posy, who attended 
the Lions International Conven- 
tion in Nice, France as a dele- 
gate from the Bayside Lions 
Club, reported on his trip.

r walked up to the group of 
men standing under a shade 
tree near the comer of the 
church building and greeted 
them with the acceptable ques- 
tion, "How are things going, 
men?" 

One in particular (let's call 
him John) looked at me, slyly, 
and replied, "Preacher, I was 
just telling ti^ese fellows about 
my 'hand-picked' weather this 
summ^." And he grinned rath- 
er shei^i^y. 

"You see," he went on, "this 
aummer seemed almost like a 
miracle to me, inwfar as the 
weattier was concen^d. Every- 
Wb» it s^m^ to me that things 
were getting a little too dry, we 
would have a nice rain. And, 
^eryttme I became a little 
nxious ab<Nit the rain lasting 
too long, why it ^opp^ within 
tile next half-day or so. Yessub, 
VKmhbT, I really had me some 
%uid-pidced' weather." 

"Well, John," I answered, 
"that was really something. 
What about yma crc^— it was 



your best one ever, I suppose." 
And I really hoped it was, for I 
knew that a bumper crop would, 
among other things, lead to an 
enlarged gift to the church for 
some of the things waiting to be 
done. 

"That's just the part I was 
coming to when you walked up, 
preacher," John said. 

He turned again to include all 
his hearers. "That's right. The 
weather for me this summer 
was sure 'hand-picked.' " "And',, 
he concluded, "I had the wont 
crop Tve ever raised! From now 
l>n Tm going to let the Lord 
take care of deciding what kind 
of weather I n^d; and I'll make 
the best of what He sends." 

That's a good lesson for all 
of us to learn. Many precious 
hours and days are wasted by 
persons in fretting over things 
beyond their control while, at 
the same time, they ne^ect 
many of the things tiiey could 
do something about. As one 
ancient put it, "Lord, give me 
grace to change the things I 
can and should; the patience to 
accept the things I can't change; 
and the wisdom to know the 
difference between them." 

"Trust in the Lord with all 
thine heart; and lean not unto 
thine own understanding. In all 
thy ways acknowledge him, and 
he shall direct they paths."

WAVERLY, N.Y. — Mrs. Ar- 
thur Douglas, 61, of Virginia 
Beach, Va., sister-in-law of Su- 
preme Court Justice William 0.

Foamed Plastic Latest 
Home Building Experiment

If you were to drive past a 
certain hou% in South Bend, 
Ind., you'd probably think of it 
as another attractive house of 
rustic redwood. 

Actually, it was built largely 
of foamed plastic! 

It is the second of four Re- 
search Houses built by the Na- 
tional Association of Home 
Builders to find ways to pro- 
duce a better home at lower 
cost. The NAHB is to build its 
fifth Research House this year. 

The South Bend House was 
built in 1958, primarily to test 
a building material so new it 
wasn't on the market. 
■ The material is a panel con- 
structed like a sandwich, with 
a "filling" of foamed plastic 
between its exterior and in- 
terior surfaces^ The panels were 
developed by Hoppers Co., 
Pittsburgh, for the South Bend 
House. 

John M. Kind, Director of Re- 
search Services for the NAHB, 
says that the panels have "per- 
formed excellently" and it has 
been found that they can be fab- 
ricated and produced efficiently. 
He said they give promise of 
being an economical system of 
liouse< construction.

the South Bend House "we 
wanted to see if use of these 
modular panels would reduce 
on-site construction time and 
provide an attractive, liveable 
house." 

Work on the house started at 
8:30 one morning. When the five 
o'clock whistle blew, the house 
was up and under a roof. 

The liveability of the South 
Bend House has been tested by 
the family that bought it. 

They report (hey have en- 
joyed the house more than any 
house they had lived in — and 
they had had five previous 
houses. One particular comment 
is that the house has "very lit- 
tle dust." 

The house has an electronic 
air cleaner and purifying unit, 
with an electrically charged, fil- 
ter that acts like a magnet in 
attracting and capturing dust. It 
also removes odor^ and puMUfe 
the air. It is installed in a ceil- 
ing of a hallway but, since air 
in the house is recirculated, it 
has the effect of helping keep 
the entire house clean. 

The unit, a startling depart- 
ure when builder Andrew S. 
Place of South Bend construct- 
ed the Research House, is now 
coming into wider use. Place 
was the 1958 Chairman of the 
NAHB Research Institute. 

A feature of the house that 
the owners find "most conven- 
ient" is the "electrical base- 
board raceway." All electrical 
wires are enclosed in the base- 
board around the floor, with 
frequently spaced electrical out- 
lets. 

"We are not using a single ex- 
tension cord in the whole 
house," the family said. 

The family also likes the ease 
with which the interior walls, 
mainly with a plastic finish, can 
be wiped clean. They said they 
are very fond of one wall which 
has a brick finish. 

The finish also was an innova- 
tion when the house was built. 
It was produced by grinding up 
brick, which was then applied 
like plaster to the wall surface. 
The effect of this factory-fabri- 
cated interior wall is one of real 
brick. But it is not as thick as 
brick and thus does not take up 
as much space. . 

Various features of the South 
Bend House are now being 
copied — as was intended — by 
individual builders throughout 
the country. The carport of the 
house attracted wide attention 
when the house was new be- 
cause of its unusual shape. It 
was built like a giant pup tent, 
to provide extra storage facili- 
ties. 

The design of the carport has 
been copiMi widely in the in- 
tervening four years for eco- 
nomical vacation homes. 

It is likely that a number of 
the features that you will find 
in 1962's new homes got their 
trial run in the South Bend Re- 
search House. •

is growing rapidly. But aside 
from that, studies reveal that 
anaUer lots actually eontribirte 
intelligently to good, profe^on- 
al planned community growth. 

There are bread-and-butter 
reasons why the day of the 
large lot may be on the way out. 
Many families of average in- 
come cannot afford the uokeeo 
of large lots, which add to their 
tax load. And naturally, the 
larger the lot, the higher the 
cost of the property. Land costs 
are increasing steadily and are 
one of the biggest items in the 
cost of housing. Home Iwiilders 
by use of better technique^ 
materials, and procedures are 
holding down the costs of con- 
struction but they can do noth 
ing about the cost of land. 

O course, a suburban lot can 
still be larger than a house site 
in a central dty. but even in 
suburbia, the tendency is toward 
smaller lots with better use of 
the available land for privacy. 

Urban renewal programs in 
our cities have brought about a 
revival of town houses. These 
row houses fell into disfavor 
years ago tiecause Of poor de- 
sign and the ill-planned group- 
ing which made them a monot- 
onous eyesore. But ingenuity, 
imagination, and skillful desigh 
have given them new dignity 
and beauty. 

It was by use of the town 
house plan that as many as 99 
contemporary homes were built 
on a three and one-half acre 
site. This was done at Walnut 
Creek, California, near Oakland. 

In the past, many have had 
the idea that the way to build 
a fine community was to divide 
the area into large lots. Big, 
beautiful homes and an im- 
proved neighborhood would re- 
sult,, it was thought. But this is 
not necessarily true. When resi- 
dential land does deteriorate, it 
is often due to the inability of 
the owner of a large lot to cope 
with such iteqis as landscaping 
costs and maintenance. 

Some of the famous residen- 
tial areas in the country are 
neighborhoods of small lots. 
Most visitors to the nation's 
capital want to see Washington's 
well-known Georgetown section. 
It is an area of town houses but 
very few detached homes. The 
lots are small. But nearly all the 
homes have attractive, walled 
gardens or patios in the rear. 
• President and Mrs. Kennedy, 
before the 1960 elections sent 
them to the White House, had a 
typical Georgetown house with 
a lot no larger than their neigh- 
bors. The smallness of their 
house at first caused raised eye- 
brows at times on the part 'of 
visitors from areas of greater 
space, but all agreed the home 
was charming and attractive. 

Zoning regulations in many 
areas will need adjustment be- 
fore all communities can have 
thfe high density housing which 
appears to be coming. But most 
planners believe that well 
thought-out high density hous- 
ing can provide as much if not 
more privacy, with the outdoors 
screened by a garden wall, than 
many an older home with its 
larger and often wasted side 
yards.

OF INTEREST TO VETERANS 

Here is some good advice to 
veterans or widows on occasion- 
al problems which arise in the 
receipt of benefit checks from 
the Veterans" Administration. 

Most important, persons re- 
ceiving checks to which they 
know they are not entitled 
should either return them or 
write to the VA for an explan- 
ation. Don't cash the check and 
spend it because sooner or later 
it will have to be repaid. 

On the other hand, if a veter- 
an receives a check which is 
less in amount than that to 
which he is entitled, he may 
cash it without in any way 
waiving his right to claim the 
correct amount. 

A veteran's widow who re- 
marries cannot continue receiv- 
ing a widow's pension, but the 
pension rights of the children 
continue. However, any pension 
due the children cannot be 
granted by the VA until the 
new certificate of marriage has 
been received and the VA ad- 
justs and closes the widow's 
own account. 

Always keep the VA informed 
of any changes of address.

Legal Noiieeft 
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BIrdneck Point History Outlined 



(Mn. Chtrfot M. Lovitt, long tim« rasidmf of fiinlnock 
-Point and hoadmtstrMt of Country Day. School for OIHt, ha* 
compilod and wrltton thla outstanding history of BIrdnock 
Point. It appoars ho ro In ita ontlrotv.)

BIRDNECK POINT— Birdneck Point has had three Uvos. It 
flourished in the last part of the 19th century as a fann land. 
In the early 1920's it became a boom area, riding a tide of pro- 
motion until the depression. Now, In iu third em, as suburl»n 
residence, it has reached its maximum service to families who 
prefer out-of-the«dty liviiig. 



The marlcs of its three lives 
remain visible in the pleasant 
variety of vegetation. Although 
local gardeners battling with the 
fltratum of heavy chy to pro- 
duce flower iand vegetable gar- 
dens might be skeptical, we are 
told.ihat farming on Birdneck 
was «icces8ful. : The scattered 
old fruit trees which blossom 
falUifully evei7 spring and pro- 
duce fruit for the young boys' 
pleasure in nibbling or battling, 
the small yellow daffodils which 
spill over banks and slopes, the 
tangled wisteria which mats a 
few fields, an occasional aspara- 
gus shoot near the water's edge 
— all flower the memory of farm 
lands. Though farrows <;annot be 
still traced ion green lawns, the 
story has it that fine fields of 
com and rtore spectacular 
crops, such as celery, once flour- 
ished here. 

Though historical evidence 
does not record that the visitors 
at Cape Henry explored this 
peninsula, nor has any relic 
been found of Indian dwelling, 
there is still a trace of even the 
pre - farm wilderness. Devil's 
walking stick, clumps of wild 
azaleas of several varieties, a 
few fine wild magnolias, the 
witch hazel, the native dog- 
woods and hollies, patches of 
galax and partridge berry — 
even occasional lady slippers, 
have escaped the plow, the bull- 
ddwr, and the lawnmower. 

Rows of crepe myrtles record 
the promoters' efforts to "beau- 
tify". And now lush lawns and 
plantings of azaleas and camel- 
km iMa» tmB^rtaMy^m»4^^^ 
luting of ^ne old pines, oaks. ^^^ 
gums, cedars, and cypresses. 

Although today we still see 
rabbits skipping by, the squir- 
rels eat from our fingers, the 
muskrats graw at our banks, 
and we glory in the wide variety 
of birds of land and water spe- 
cies, it has not been long since 
foxes darted in front of our 
headlights and the oldest resi- 
dents report deer. 

Of the farm houses thom- 
aolvos, fow remain. The house 
at 111 Oriole which stood on 
the old Miner Farm is still 
standing. At the time of its 
building there were at least 
two more farm homes — at 
306 Bobolink, where Mr. Wil- 
liam T. Miller lived, and at 
312 Curlew, occupied by a 
Smith family. ThoM two 
homes no longer stand. 
By the early 19O0's Birdneck 
was roughly divided into about 
five areas. Entering at the main 
road, the land on the left still 
belonged to the Miner family 
which also had large holdings 
on the other side of what is npw 
Laskin Road. The property on 
the right had gone through sev- 
eral hands and at that time be- 
longed to Mr. Hurdle. Beyond 
these two tracts, the Stormont 
family owned a forty-acre strip 
extending all the way across the 
point. North of the Stormont 
tract, there were small holdings 
by families named Ackiss and 
Keys. The Ackiss cemetery is 
still preserved and in use across 
from 280 Bobolink. The re- 
mainder of the Point belonged 
to the Miller family, who were 
related by marriage to the 
Miners. Mr. Josiah F. Miller 
(son of William T.) lived on a 
large tract centering around 312 
Curlew Drive. There was a 
house on the property, but this 
Mr. Miller moved back and built 
the home which now stands at 
312. 

Mr. Miller's sister, Mrs. Sale, 
owned the land to the west, in- 
cluding the whole property in 
the angle between what is now 



Cardinal and Starling. South ^,sible that when Mr. Crane 
that point the wide strip acro% Mewed the action from the air, 



belonged to Mr. George Miner's 
daughter, Mrs. Rice, who in 
about 1916 built the cottage 
which is now on the Webb prop- 
erty at 209 Starling. Later Mre. 
Rice moved to a house in the 
vicinity of Plover Place. 
Animals Ate Crops 
There are pleaamt accounts 
of farm life, nelgtalMjrtuod vint- 
ing, of childhood haunts and 



games, coupled with tragedies of 
burning houses and crops lost to 
animals. (It is even reported that 
"elks" or "moose" swam over 
from the "wilderness", now the 
State Park,*^ where, they had 
been "stocked," to devour whole 
fields of young green growth.) 

But the boom-insoire'd busi- 
nessmen of the early twenties, 
returning from their succes^s 
(or failures) in Florida looked 
over Birdneck and saw the pos- 
sibilities of its development for 
superior waterfront home sites. 
So many names have been sug- 
gested as early "promoters" 
and legal advisors to the pro- 
moters that it is hardly reliable 
to assign here any specific 
names. There are even conflict- 
ing names of realy companies 
credited with the original plot- 
ting and surveying. One of the 
very first sales of land in the 
"new" Birdneck era seems to 
have been the 213 Oriole prop- 
erty to kr. W. W. Houston, who, 
a young bachelor in 1923, was 
struck with the beauty of the 
site and waited until after his 
marriage to erect a »imroer 
home there in 1930. It is inter- 
esting to note that instead of 
building, Mr. Houston had 
brought in from Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, what is certaUily the 
first pre-fab of our era. 

The sales, however, were go- 
ing slowly. Norfolk people were 
reluctant to invest in property 
so far from the city. The pro- 
moters clearly needed capital 
to cover the options they had 
succeeded in obtaining and 
puii^ in their sales 
scheme. This was found in Vb$ 
person of Mr. Richard Ctane, 
the son of Charles Crane, a 
California plumbing equipment 
manufacturer. 

At that time Mr. Crane, 
after an interesting career in 
diplomatic circles of Washing- 
ton and Czechoslovakia, Was 
living at Westover on the 
James. Seemingly he did not 
require a great deal of persu- 
asion. He viewed Birdnock 
from land, from water, and 
Irom air and was immediate- 
ly "sold." In 1925 he Invested 
the money that was needed 
and launched on abouf a ten 
or twelve year vigorous pro- 
gram of development. 

It is true that people before 
Mr. Crane are credited with the 
vision of Birdneck, but his tre- 
mendous vigor, imagination, and 
energy have left their niark on 
the neighborhood. Roads were 
laid out; skillful dredging 
turned marshy swamps into 
pleasantly curving and navig- 
able waterways along neat shore- 
lines. Elaborate lighting was in- 
stalled on ceipent posts, some of 
which still remain. Crepe myr- 
tles were planted along the 
main drives; summer houses 
were built out in the bay to 
lure the new purchasers out for 
picnics -or fishing. 

Boasted Golf Course 

The golf course, long the in- 
dispensable heart of our neigh- 
borhood, was laid out in 1926. 
For this task, the best avail- 
able designer was employed, 
who, it is said, copied each hole 
from some famous course. The 
water holes, one hears, weife 
planted with lotus Mr. Crane 
had brought back from the Nile. 
\yhen the Cavalier Hotel ap- 
I^ared in 1927, the golf course 
and club house were turned 
over, to the hotel for use and 
maintainance. 

It is not clear who first sug- 
gested the name of "Birdneck," 
nor whether it was originally 
two words or one. It seems pos- 



its shape suggested the name. 
The first servants who worked 
here, it is said, had their oWn 
name for it — "Plum Nelly," 
Birdneck being in their opinion 
"Plum out of the county and 
Nelly out of the world." It is 
relate that the wife of one of 
the eariy nlesmen named the 
roads, asalgnlng both the names 
of the birds which abcMind hen 



locally and also those of many 
exotic ones which certainly have 
never been seen on our feed- 
ers! 

Mr. Crane's dream included 
a itovolopment of controlled 
architecture — all of the Car- 
ribean style. Evidence of this 
particular Crane taste is still 
to be aoen in the number of' 
houMs of Bermuda line. Some 
of the great vision failed ever 
to materialize, of course, but 
it is said to have been Mr. 
Crane's dream to have the 
northern end of the point re- 
served and ultimately used 
for a hMpltal and a home for 
the aged. 

Infected with the Crane en- 
thusiasm, buyers began appear- 
ing, and new residences sprang 
up. In January, 1928, the Ed- 
ward Smiths (he then the com- 
monwealth's attorney) moved in 
their new home at 101 Kamichi. 
The house was built by Mr. Mil- 
ler and Mr! Miner, the former 
holders of Birdneck now trans- 
ferring their energies to the 
growing building business. Mrs. 
Smith, still lining at that ad- 
dress, qualifies as the first home 
owner of the new era and the 
person of longest residence here. 
That same year three more 
residences were built — 204 
Kingfisher, which by foreclos- 
ure fell into Crane ownership, 
108 BoboHnk, built for the Wal- 
ter D. Mills family, and 207 
StarUng, built for Mr. WiU 
Smith. 

The following year the 211 
Kildeer house was built for one 
of Mr. Crane's associates. 

The tremendous drive and the 
magnetic quality of the man 
soon attracted around him a 
sizeable staff of overseers, pro- 
moters, and the like. These men 
were housed in various build- 
ings that happened to be vacant. 
Meanwhile on his frequent visits 
Mr. €nuie put up, ^tuis, in 
0/vwt%l of 0ie houses or used 
fhem as club houses to enter- 
tain proq>6ctive purchasers or 
visitore — ^to iUch an extent that 
many houses now boast that 
"Richard Crane stayed here." 

One of his favorites, perhaps, 
was the Miller farmhouse, which 
he had furnished with the mas- 
sive and elaborate furniture he 
had brought back from Czecho- 
slovakia. Later that house was 
rented and used for a while as 
a boys' day and boarding school. 
After that, the next inhabitant, 
it is said. Installed a pipe or- 
gan! 

In 1930 the Mears house at 
218 S. Penguin was buUt, its 
shores still at that time being 
used as a baptismal spot as had 
been the custom for many years. 

A Crane "dream house" rose 
at 211 Kingfisher and was 
bought by Mr. Rose McNeal. 

In 1933 Mr. Crane brought 
down the landscape architect 
from Westover, Mr. Charles Ap- 
lin, to oversee the landscaping 
at the Cavalier Hotel and in 
Birdneck. The residence at 213 
Bobolink was assigned to him. 
Mr. Alpin in turn oversaw the 
building of the house at 207 
Kingfisher, again according to 
Crane design. 

In 1937 a reidence at 217 
Tanager for Mr. Walter Mason, 
in 1938, 214 Kingfisher — a re- 
production of the Lionel Barry- 
more home. Many of the choice 
building spots had been taken, 
but the area seemed fairly well 
launched as a growing develop- 
ment. The death of Mr. Crane in 
1938, however, and the depres- 
sion had taken their toll. A gen- 
eral slump in real estate sales 
halted any further boom until 
in the late 195's when the com- 
munity of about 40 houses grew 
to about 175, and the area now 
boasts very few vacant acres. 

In seventy years a peninsula 
of leiRirely farms has become 
an area of suburban residence 
fighting the encroachment of 
commercialization and the ur- 
banization which its residents

CMfi CUm^ a ymmg artiet* 
adventurer who maftei hitf 
home on Turit's Island, ac- 
companied the mammoth tea 
specimen all the way from its 
origin right through the doors 
of the Nautilus Shop on At- 
lantic Avenue. 

The piece was bought by 
Zida, owner of the unusual shell 
shop, who plans to use it as a 
display for smaller coral ar- 
rangements. 

Weighing between 600 and 
800 pounds, the coral spans 
about five feet in width and 
over three feet in height. 

It was broken loose from a 
vast coral reef by Climo about 
three months ago and was 
bleached white before being 
imported to this country. 
Surfaced By Giant 
Climo made many dives be- 
fore the piece was dislodged, he 
said, and it was brought to the 
surface with ropes by a native 
giant who stands over seven 
feet tall. •

very yellowish and slimy, the 
diver said, and must be sunned 
before it dies and can be 
bleached.

through this process, it was 
bought by a sea captain who 
imports shells and sea novelties 
to Florida.

"Actually, 
it's a museum piece," she said, 
"and couldn't be bought for 
less than $1,000. It would be 
beautiful for a tropical pool in 
a motel lobby but I will probab- 
ly keep it as a novelty and dis- 
play for my shop."

"I finally decided I was work- 
ing under a terrific handicap- 
no talent," he wryly commented. 

He joined his parents, Mr.

Meat should be included in 
some form when th6 salad is 
meant as the main attraction.

The complete layer of bacon 
may be placed in the frying pan 
or broiler rack. As the bacon 
heats the slices will separate 
easily, xongs should be used to 
turn bacon slices to prevent 
tearing. For recipes that call for 
small pieces of bacon, the com- 
plete layer may be sliced in half 
to fit into the pan better before 
cooking.

Adult education has becone, in bet, Uw laigest4l 
and fairtest-^iDwu^ s^ment df American educa- 
tion. Recent e^imatn l^ the Uil. Departn»nt of 
Educatimi place the total maaba who are in- 
volved in some form ai qare-time academic im- 
provement at 8,000,000. 

Chie and one half milli<»t adults actually are 
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enrolled in cdl^e-tevd courses at the 146 insti- 
tutions that offer (Mrt-time programs. Soim ccd- 
lefK luLW more adult put-time studenU than tbey 
have ftiU-tiaw uadergndiMn. 

What has caused this roih of adults back to the 
ounpus and classnxMD? 
*^- In general, it's tfK fundamental piesmre of our 
jet-i^ society. Ai a nalioii, we have long reoei^ 
nized that a p^smi never aitopi foaming. But the 
need lo keep on karaiag has become ever moie 
imperative, (fifficult, and in need oi (Amctuie when 
there b so omich more to know i^xNit and when 
the woM around us is changing so raiwDy. 

Higjier education today is no longer something 
that tt undertatoi in a formal way between the 
ages of 17 and 21 and never again. It is a omtinu- 
014 expoience invdving young adults, pe<^ long 
oat d school, and thme who are looldi^ for a 
new career or px^ptnag to retire bom an <rid <me. 

What are some oi die satidactiom and benefits 
you wiU obtain if you decide to join this growmg 
thrm^ Here are a few: 



Not farm- 
er, necessarily, but better. 

A university pntfessor says: "The range of abil- 
ities of the a^lt evemi^ student is idxNit the same 
as that of the daytime student, ixit his educational 
experimce is much richer. After all, he has per- 
haia^lO ot 15 years of Uving under the beb." 

"What the evening stadoit lacks by having been 
away from schod," another i»irfessor wlds, "he 
ampensato! for with maturity and dedtcatioa." 

One «failt evming school student w1k> received 
his baccalaureate d^ree this year had, in die 
coarse of 11 years study, lo^ed more than 100,- 
000 miles ol travel between the campus and hu 
h<mie town some 72 mQes away.

The part-time currkulum is no kM^r an after- 
thoHght at' American universitiesv^They re<»gni» 
it n a aeoessuy and dearaUe ji^^ their edu- 
olioBd servioe to the (»mmuaity J and out- 
amAi^ teachers appear afaiK»tSu oftra in 
the adult pn^ram as they do in the r^ilar, day- 
tMie idwdule. Evening classes tend to be more 
euygoing and relaxed for bodi die pupil and die 
pRNfessor. The atmosphere often is that ol a 
frwmUy discu^oi amcmg equals. I know one maii 
who bu OMnpletely eliminated any inhiMdons that 
may be (»uaed 1^ the formal student-teacher rela- 
tionshq): He hdds his n^ntime seminar in his 
own liviiig RMMi. 

Several univeratws arrai^ to send teachen to 
cla»es ccAeded in suburban students' iKMises. 
Thb amu^ment is mM onfy informal but it saves 
the students the bother dl oxnmuting. And, of 
cxKuse, many school systems dTer adult classes in 
the local high sdtool. 

Part-time education oSen a varwty of intellec- 
tual fare these days: The studoit may want to

have been attiMish^ in everything from hotel 
nuuiagement to inrarance. And there are general 
oovnes in art, Itorature, grett rd^imis questions, 
curmtt pditical {mriifems, and significant trends 
in cmtonptHary society. 

Anodier p(Mnt: Part-time do^n*t necessarily 
mean nighttime. AldMwgh die bulk of die aduh 
prograim are still given at night, cdleges today are 
acaistamed to having older studrats in their day 
ciases, and many schedule scmk adult {Mograms 
in the earty afternoon. 

It is« paradox 
th^ des|Mte mdtspnad induArial unaiq4<^mait, 
there a a crying need for teachers, for techiDkally 
trained and sdentifically cviented wwkers, and fw 
other skflhxl persomiel in our society; and diere is 
an insufl&»ent vapjpiy oi younger graduate to meet 
this (femand.

So plan with care when you 
landscape with these hardy trees

EVERGREENS Ric Universally loved, and they can make 
an emmnous ccmtribution to the American garden— 
or, in the wroiv spot, they can make mtxe trouble with 
every year cl growth. 

Pe(^ who take their time about buying a car— a ma- 
chine theyll turn in in a year or so— often rush out to 
buy an evergreen for a lifetune with no forettKNight at 
all. Oi course, it is hard to suqwct that an innocent two- 
foot tree might in 10 to IS years become a mopster diat 
blocks out windows and even iO^ies shin^. off die roof. 
Evergreens can be kept smaD by pruning, but it's hard 
and boriqg work; be^des, it's unnecessary, if you pten 
your needs in advance. 

The chmce among heights and habit* of growth is aston- 
ishing. Althou^ f<»est evergreens often top a hundred 
feet or more at maturity, some dwarf types will grow only 
two feet. Before you buy, it is vital to consider what your 
evergreen will look like in 10 years, 20 years— (» a Ufe- 
time. Most tpeda are reliably hardy even out of their 
native climates and will tdbrate extremes ol sun and shade. 
Oioose the right ones for your 4»ce, and their cotor and 
beauty will be a year-round delight 

YOUR NURSERYMAN Can tdl yott YAatAk evej^green will 
play Iwk and the Beanstalk, and which will memble 
Tom Thumb. You need ^ wait undl spring to i^ant, be- 
cause late summer to eariy autumn is a good Rowing 
season. B evergreens are kept mcMSt and givoi a little win- 
ter protection, they will be ahead on growth in the spring. 
For foundation i^ntings, oMicentrate two ix three kinds 
fA trees in a simfde well-grcraped arraiigement — and visu- 
alize, before you make up your mind, how house and 
luting will c(Mnbine in years to come. Taller evergreens 
may accent a doorway ot ga^oc a comer, but make cer- 
tain that they will never go above die line Ol the eaves. 
Pointed evergreens are exclamation poinU in the land- 
scape and should be used sparingly, if at all. Most ol the 
spruces, firs, pines, and hemlocla are forest trees that 
are unsuitafak f<»- smatll home gardens. Neariy all ever- 
greens have smaller editions, or dwarf varieties, however, 
and your nurseryman may have thtin in stock or can order 
them for you. Question him- about winter odor, too, be- 
cause scMne varieties "winterbura" or change oo1<k and 
look drab in ,cold weather. Your nurseryman is also your 
best source for what varieties will grow best in your re- 
gion and for your purpose. 
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To fteM'^our eveisreea, <% a iiote at lea^ SO per cent 
laitertlttn tke root bill of your tree, being sure it is far 
enooili awi^ from tMikfifigs or other permanent ptonts 
so diat fiitiBe deveiqpmRit won't lie ha m p er e d . 1^ at 
least 18 inches (two feet is better), break op all dads, 
and roiove rocks and debris. Mix a handful of plant food 
with Ae sofl {(» each hole. If die eaidi b sandy or grav- 
^ elly, inchide up to SO per o«it peat moss w^ ibc soU you 
fill in, to aid in aoislafe releatiOQ. One part peat moss to 
three parts of garden soO ndU hefy to improve the struc- 
ture of most s^. 

Fill in the hole wtth enough earth to support the root 
ball at Uie same levd it grew before — yonll see the stnl 
line on the trunk — and turn down the Iwil^ wrai^Mngs. 
Then fill in aroimd the roots with soil, finning it tightly 
with your hands until die htAe is half-billed. Soak it well 
with water, and when it has s^ded fill with s<m1 to the t(9 
oi the hole and soi^ i^ain. Finally, fill up the earth to soil 
levd and firm it gratly. Build a low dam to make a 
"saucer" to hold water around the evergreen. 

Apply a three4nch mulch ot pine needles, salt hay, 
wood chips, or other coarse materUd that win allow water 
and rain to poietrate easily. Peat moss nuy pack down 
and jnevent penetraticHi. Soak the plant once or more 
weekly, keepfaig the sml moist right up to the time it 
freezes. In warmer climates, continue to water thnw^ 
the winter, tapering <^ as nature jMrovides mcMsture. 

EARLY NEXT SPMNG, give a doubk handful <A plant food 
to your evergreen so that when growth starts the food 
will be in {riaoe. A 10-6-4 formula is excellent for most 
evergreens, but some odier hi^ nitrogen fertilizer will suf- 
fice if this b not availaUe. Support summer growth with 
another i^ipliarticm and give one more in late autumn so 
that the needles will take up the food, stay greener, and 
resist wmd and sunburn during the winter. 

Sboidd die position be exposed td drying winds, you 
may need to give your ever^eens a windbreak of burlap 
or mow foice the first year. Better still (or in addition), 
use one of the antidenccant sprays that give a light coat- 
ing o( rubbery material to prevent moisture loss all winter 
but disintegrate and disappear when spring comes and 
new growth starts. Professional nurserymen swear by these 
sprays, and many now transplant at practically any time 
during the season. The cost and effort of application are 
negligible compared with the benefits gained. 

So diere you have the keys to success in choosing and 
planting the evergreens that will give you a lifetime ci 
gemune {Measure.
